A brain for McGIII - first step

Professor Donald Kingsbury's party 
Friday niglit drew atwut 75 talkers trading 
ideas on tils proposed academic innovations 
at McGill. The party had been announced 
in iast Wednesday's Daily article, "Building 
abrainforMcGill." 

A few denounced him as a mind manip- 
ulator, which he denies by logic, while 
most of the others read his works and 
got to understand what a "learning center" 
is. 

Briefly, here is the proposition: 

• "Learning packages" are designed by 
interested students and staff members. 

• Packages list the books, tapes, films 
and other material needed to master the 
concept of any speciried field. 

• When -a student becomes interested 
in any particular subject (be it integration 
or the life of a spider] he selects the appro;, 



r 



priate package and gets to work on his own. 

• consultants are available when pro- 
blems arise. 

il credits given per package and time 
necessary to master^e , vary with the 
difficulty of the wdrk'involved. 

• evaluation is done either by a verbal 
or written assignment or test. If the student 
is judged incompetent, he gets re-evaluatcd 
when he wishes. ' ; . 

• degrees arc bestowed when a specified 
number of packages are mastered. 

One advantage of this system is that con- 
cepts can be learned more easily since 
they're not spread out over lengthy periods 
of time. Also, students' work in subjects 
only when thQp're Interested in them, and 
they work at their own pace. 

Everyone ends up learning more • and 
liking it - while the wasting-time-then- 
, cramming circle is exUnguished. 



Don Kingsbury, a math lecturer, said 
that he Was quite satisfied with Friday's 
turnout as "it's" clear that we've got 
enough people interested in doing some- 
thing." 

Another meeting will be held tonight, 
at which he hopes "to start aligning every- 
one's energy into productive channels, 
with everyone working in what they feel 
they're best at." 

The first step to changing McGill into 
a Learning Center may be made in the 
Biology Department, according to Kings- 
bury, where a few of the above ideas have: 
been incorporated into one of ils courses. 

However, he commented that it would 
take over a year to get the "1000 stam- 
peding elephants" (i.e. students convinced 
that the learning center concept is a good 
one) necessary to start making substantial 
moves at McGill.

The Judicial Committee met 
last Friday to decide whether 
the Students' Council abused its 
power by its decision to appoint 
students to senate. - 

The issue against Council was 
brought before the conunittee by 
former Students' Society External 
Vice-President Martin ^Shapiro, 
and disqualified candidate' Errol 
Naiman. : Both Shapiro and Nai- 
man maintained that the Students' 
Council, having accepted the de- 
cision of the judicial committee 
to invalidate the Oct. 21st Senate 
elections, had no riglit to appoint 
the seven student members to 
senate. 

"I want to see senators justly 
elected," stated Shapiro. "The 
reason is that the Committee for 
a Continuing Review of Univer- 
sity Government is suggesting 
increased student representation. 
But in order to increase It we 
must prove ourselves responsible 



Co-op : the administration view 



Dr. Kenrick Gunn, Director of 
University Planning, has submitt- 
ed a report to the Administration 
in which he argues against the 
building of the proposed student 
C0H)p on the grounds that it will 
"presumably reduce somewhat 
further the occupancy of the 
existing residences," and that it 
will moreover be a financial lia- 
bility to the Students' Society. 

His- opinion is backed by Ro- 
bert^^Shaw, Vice-Prindpal (Ad- 
ministration) v^o expresses the 
hope that the report will "affect 
the thinking of the Students' So- 
ciety on the advisability of pro- 
ceeding with the co-op." 

Shaw adds that he is convinc- 
ed that Dr. Gunn's forecasts will. 



"have an effect on the thinking 
of the Department of Education 
of the Provincial Government 
which has voted the funds for the 
construction of the coH)p but has 
not yet approved the project for 
construction." 

The report, which is based on 
a "preliminary s tudy" of the

past three academic sessions 
attempts to forecast the results 
of the recent decline in residence 
applications. 

Dr. Gunn submits that^ accord- 
ing to his calculations, the num- 
ber of people wanting to live in* 
residence will continue to 
decrease so that by 1975 only^ 
765 out of . a total of 1.2S1 beds 



will be occupied. At present, the 
university has 200 vacancies. 

The Planning Director gives 
several reasons for lUs supposi- 
tion. Firstly, he points out that 
the phasing out of the five year 
programme,, will result in there 
being no first and second year 
students in residence by 1975. A 
decrease will also be noticed in 
the number of students applying 
for admission into what will then 
be the first year, but wliich is 
now the year Ul. 

While admitting that there may 
be more applications from grad- 
uate students in five years' time, 
Dr. Gunn is of the opinion that 
there wili be no change in the 
number of students from the pro- 
fessional faculties of Medicine, - 



Dentistry and Law. 

Dr. Gunn concludes that "the 
phasing out of the first two under- 
graduate years will decrease the 
requirements for residence pla- 
ces drastically and there is little 
indication that students from 
upper years will replace them." 
. He suggests that there is a 
need "to consider conversation 
of existhig residence space to 
other uses," adding that the cons- 
truction of a student coK>p, which 
will "presumably draw off some of 
the constituents of the present 
residences", will only worsen the 
university's situation. 

Vice-Principal Shaw agrees with 
Dr. Gunn's basic contention that

members of the community." 

The prosecutor for the plain- 
tiff, Barry Fcinstein BCL 3. 
pointed out that according to the 
University statutes representa- 
tives must be elected by the stu- 
dents, the students being defined 
as the entire student body to whom 
the senators are responsible. 

The defence attorney for tlie 
Students' Council. Gilbert Hober, 
BCL 3. argued that before the 
case could be argued the exact 
deOnition of 'elected' and 'by 
students', with respect to state- 
ment of the University statutes 
would have to be explained. 

"Since the Students' Council is 
the voice of the students, being 
elected by the student community, 
'students' can mean the student 
representatives on council. The 
university ruling doesn't specify 
that senators must be elected 
by all the students." 

He continued that 'elected' docs 
not necessarily mean by ballot 
but can also be defined as select- 
ed or appointed. "Viewed in this 
context the Students' Council se- 
nate appointments are perfectly 
valid," stated the defence at- 
torney. 

The decision of the judicial 
committee will be released today. 
. As the judicial committee b not 
constitutionally recognized, the 
Students' Council has the preroga- 
tive to ignore or accept the deci- 
sion.

During' the summer -of 1970 
woric started on the creation of a 
center at McGiU that would colhte 
and co-ordinate information nec- 
essary for McGill students. In a 
school as big as McGill. this 
service was seen to be of great 
potential benefît to all. 

During the . three months since 
it opened, the Student Information 
Center has proven its success by 
aiding a steady stream of students 
requiring solutions for problems 
and general information. 

TTie S.I.C. has two functions. 
One, as stated, is to glean and 
give out information as to who can 
help solve an academic, legal, 
Gnancial, medical or housing 
problem. A staff of 15 students, 
directed by Ed Figlan. is con- 
stantly calling various municipal 
and academic offices to And out 
what they have available to offer. 
This information is stored in nies 
and given out when requested. 

The S.I.C. keeps copies of all 
advertisements about events at 
McGill, as well as pamphlets on 
birth control, drugs, course out- 
lines, etc. The vast majority of 
queries is for this type of infor- 
mation, and can be settled im- 
mediately. 

The second function is to pro- 
vide in-depth assistance for those 



with more serious problems. 
About .20 students go to the Centre 
^h week for^tliis iihdeii^ helpii- 
"•'We try to sh(9W à' student how 

•o marshal all his resources to 

solve a problem he may have." 
says Figlarz, a graduate law stu- 
dent at McGill. 

Rather than actually doing the 
woric of solving a particubr pre- 
dicament for a student, the staff 
members tell him where to go, 
who to talk to, what he can expect - 
from them, and the best way to go 
about getting it. 

In ail cases, a standard dictum 
is "No one ever leaves without a 
positive answer". 

The S.I.C. outline was proposed 
by Hutton Archer, President of 
the McGill Students' Society, along 
with other concerned individuab. 
Linda Kaplan and Pearl Ung, two 
McGill students, laid the ground- 
work by going to all services' on 
campus (Guidance. Placement, 
Student Aid...) anà obtaining their 
cooperation. 

Volunteers to run the S.I.C. 
three hours a day, five days a 
week, signed up when they reg- 
istered for school in September. 
Special training sessions were 
organized to get these volunteers 
to know each other and to learn 
the skills needed to help their

Recently, the Center started 
travel and housing exchange, and 
it is now putting together infor- 
mation regarding the free schoob 
in town. 

The S.I.C. which can be reached 
at 392-8927 from Monday to Fri- 
day between I2pm and 3pm 
operates on a shoestring budget 
of about (1,(KX) a year granted by 
the Student (Council. 

Already, the S.I.Cs Hies list 
38 areas where research has 
already been done. Other cam- 
puses have queried the S.I.C. 
about its functions, and Figbn 
hopes that the Center can serve 
as a model for other colleges 
across the continent needing a 
service such as this.

Confusion on police 
powers cleared up

Recent rumours of numerous arrests by police at McGill have 
brought to light the confusion over police action on campus. Under 
the War Measures Act, police have access anywhere they want. 
But even in normal circumstances no written law exsists that 
can prevent the Montreal police force from coming onto campus 
pt any time and, for example, interfering in a student disturbance. 

There is however an unwritten, obscure understanding be- 
tween the police and the McGill administration to the effect that 
poUce won't come on campus without the Principal's sanction, and 
if they should do so, they will contact the administration first. 

Mr. J JÎ. Ross O'Farrel, Director of Administrative Services, 
stated that only the Principal, or, in his absence, Mr. Robert 
Shaw, the Administration Vice-Principal, or any other Vice- 
principal present can summon the police. He cautioned, "We 
always try to avoid calling the police." 

Of course, as Mr. A. E. Traynor, Supervisor of Parlung and 
Security, points out, this applies only to."staff-student relations". 
"Anyone has the right," he said, "to call the police for any crim- 
inal matter, lilce a theft or an automobile accident." 

Button Archer, President of the Students' Society, said, "The 
university has an agreement with the Montreal City police - they 
will not come on campus unless they inform the administration 
first". At a summer meeting with the police, four steps of police 
intervention were decided upon. 

First, one patrol car will arrive on the scene of the dis- 
turbance, if the administration so desires. Next, a second car 
will arrive, if assistance is necessary. Meanwhile, the riot 
squad will be preparing for action. Finally, as a last step, the 
riot squad will be called in. 

A good example of police-administration cooperation was 
furnished during the Black Panther speech of Freshman Week. 
Police wanted to station two squad cars on campus, but were 
finally convinced by the administration to send several plain- 
clothesmen instead. Police cooperation once went as far as to 
delay the arrest of a pusher until he left McGill grounds. 

This cooperation, however, is non-existent with theR.CM.P. 
Mr. Archer feels that such an undentaiidlng is "not possible" 
with an organization as powerful as the R.C.M.P. "They can go 
anywhere, anytime," he commented. He cited a July incident 
where several people on campus were abruptly arrested. 

"Police can't come on campus unless they are in marked cars 
and in unifonn", says Archer. The R.C.M.P., however, has its 
men roaming around the campus. As Union Building Manager 
Frank Costi puts it: "There are narcs all over the place". 

The administration is fairly satisfied with the understanding 
McGill has with the Montreal poUce. "To my knowledge, " said 
Mr. O'Farrell, "the police have never violated the under- 
standing". "I like the system," he added.

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Toward the police state 



Too many sacrifices 

' The Quebec government's paranoia in the Cross-Laporte affair 
now shows itself to have gone further than mass-arrest and harassment 
of the press. The announcement last weeic by Education Minister Guy 
St-Picrrc of the appointment of an investigator to look into 800 com- 
plaints about teachers from parents and school administrators, during 
the kidnap crisis, makes clearer than ever the mood of those who 
hold power in Quebec City. 

St-Pierre's announcement, like the one a couple of weeks ago by 
Justice Minister Jerome Choquette mirrors the attitudes of the Bouras- 
sa re^me and even many of those in the Opposition. 

Last week's emergency sessions of the National Assembly show- 
ed that the Liberals, the Creditistes and the Union NaUonale all favor 
more stringent restrictions on dvil liberties. Many members of all 
three parties are coming out in favor of obligatoty ID cards and even 
compulsory military service. 

The same people denounced union leaders, the Parti Québécois, 
teachers and the press in last week's debates. St-Pierre's announce- 
ment it seems, fits in nicely. 
. The PQ has been virtually alone in criticizing the government, 
accusing the liberals of giving in to Ottawa and bowing to fascism. 
Tlieir durges must be taken seriously. 

Once St-Pierre has appointed the investigator, teachers who had 
used the FLQ manifesto in class after the invocation of the WMA 
would be liable to prosecution even though, as the Education Minister 
has conceded, "you don't deal with real life in school by avoiding the 
events of the past month". 

Under ordinary drcumstances, government action of this type 
could be appealed 1^ teachers unions. With the appointment of the 
investigator this right would be taken away. . 

Even before St-Pierre's announcement, certain CEGEPs In the 
Gaspe forbade any class' discussion of the FLQ or the Cross-Lapor- 
~ te kidnappings.- 

Both the Corporation des Enseignants du Quebec, and the Alliance 
des Professeurs de Montreal have come out against St-Piene's inqui- 
sition. Matthias Rioux, president of the AUiance has pointed out that 
school commissions, at least In MonU«al, already have all the powers 
necessary to cany out such an inquest 

St-Pierre, presumably, has taken note of all these facts, but is pre- 
pared to make yet another "sacrifice" for the preservation of "de- 
moaac/'. 

Already, there aren't many more sacrifices to make and very soon 
there may be nothing left to preserve. .

The new federal law which 
will soon replace the now famous 
War Measures Act contains cer- 
tain sections the spirit and for- 
mulation of which should alarm 
citizens seriously concerned 
about the defense of cVA\ liberties. 
Section 8, being of a particularly 
dangerous legal disposition, is 
perhaps the best example of 
the new spirit that seems to be 
pervading our Judicial mores. 

This section states that any 
person who, "before or after 
the application of the present 
act" has participated in meet- 
ings of an illegal association, 
or has publicly advocated it, 
or communicated information 
in its name, is assumed to be 
a member of the said association 
as long .as the person has not 
. proven the contraiy." 

Retroactivity 

The description of offences 
gives way to such a wide inter- 
pretation as to encourage abuse. 
What is more serious is' the 
retroactive character of the act. 
It is common knowledge that 
punitive retroactivity, goes 
against the most dëmentary 
notion of equity; it is, contrary 
to the universal Declaration 
of the Rights of Man and is In 
flagrant contradiction of west- 
em judicial tradition. In fact 
one wonders why so few of our 
Jurists have warned the popula- 
tion against the dangers contained 
in SecUon 8 of the present act 

The act is retroactive for it 
considers to be an offense ac-' 
tions which were not an offense 
before its enactment, or at least, 
not before the sixteenth of Oc- 
tober. In effect, what is explic- 
itly described here are not sub- 
vcnive acts already condenmed 



by the Criminal Code (that is, 
bombing, kidnapping, etc.). They 
are rather actions which are 
not inherently criminal offenses 
aiid which only become such 
by virtue of a law not previously 
existent. 

Presumed Guilt 

Moreover, the Act considers 
guilty, unless proof to the con- 
-trary, anyone who will have 
committed one or the other of 
the actions described in section 
8; guilty meaning a presumed 
member of an illegal association. 
This legal disposition seems 
to contradict, at least in spirit, 
another section of the Universal

Declaration of the Rights of Man, 
which states: "Anyone accused 
of a criminal offense is pre- 
sumed innocent until proven 
guilty in a public trial wherein 
all the necessary guarantees 
of his defense will have been 
assured." (Article 11, para 1.) 



What renders section 8 dan- 
gerous is not only its retroactive 
character but also its spirit 
The Act advocates the theory 
of guiltj^byj^ association, «4ilch 
was very miich in use during the 
McCarthy era hi the United States 
and which caused irreparable 
damage to the reputation and 
careers of politicians, scien- 
tists, and renowned members 
of the university conununity. 
The hnplementatlon of section 8 
will make it possible to either 
arrest or blackmail persons, 
who by theh* actions, social 
involvement, or other political 
options, have put themselves 
occasionally in dose contact 
with members of the FLQ. avowed 
or otherwise. So, It will be pos- 
sible to threaten with the act 
a trade union leader who at 
the time of a strike has recdved 
public assistance from the FLQ, 
a student leader who teamed 
up with the FLQ in order to 
organize a public demonstration 



(i.e. Bill 63), a journalist who 
reported on an FLQ meeting, 
a friend who contributed finan- 
cially to the Vallieres-Gagnon 
defense funds, as assodation 
who approves the ahns contained 
in the FLQ manifesto, etc. 



And why not? 



One will say: "You know very 
well they will not do that." And 
why not, if they feel Uke it? The 
new Act permits it. I am aware 
of the good intentions which are 
those of men carried away by 
panic, but I am also aware of 
the text of the Act: it is dan- 
gerous. If left to the interpreta- 
tion of a judge not acquainted 
. with nuances (they exist), it can 
^ve way to grave abuse. 

The legislators of section 8 
should go see the film "Z". 
They will discover, now, what 
in a few months or years they'll 
look like if instead of trying to 
retrieve their lost serenity and 
a minimum of political intel- 
ligence, they embark on a witch- 
hunt 



We are in the presence of a 
sad reversal in history. Among 
those who fathered section 8 
and who, for a month, have been 
making panic-generating ges- 
tures and encouraghig a hard Une. 
are some vrtio, oidy a few years 
ago, deplored "the Age of Du- 
plessis" which they thought 
Quebec was in. It was during 
that time that a prime minister 
had taken it upon himself to 
create a mini-retroactive law. 
If the democratic atmosphere 
in Quebec continues to deterio- 
rate and if politidans who con- 
sidered themselves the guard- 
ians of democracy become avowed 

Siroponents of the "hard line", 
t might be that the "Age of 
Duplessis," commonly called 
the "Great Dariuiess." wiU 
appear as a soft shadow In face 
of what the future has in store 
for us.

"The party hierarchy extdbits a cynical attitude toward 
the participation of the people in dedsion-maldng; they 
designed a voting' system geared to prevent definite criti- 
cisms of government policy: they ignored suggestions which 
would have allowed poor people to attend the convention". 
Bob Gibson alleged at the liberal Party convention yester- 
day. Mr. Gibson, a student at Glendon College in Toronto, 
attacked the party establishment in an emotional plea to 
defeat party president Dicli Stanbury. 

Aside from Mr. Gibson the party sailed calmly through 
the 750 draft resolutions presented to the delegates as the 
"program for the seventies". Oil policy, poverty, labour, 
and the all-time hit at Liberal conventions - Economic 
Nationalism - drew the most interest. In some of the most 
important areas the delegates were confused by conflicting 
resolutions. This together with the lack of returns from the 
voUng. ledionerdeIeptej|;!;Mr,;.Greg Morley. to comment 
"that as an èxértisè tlds is a lot of f un".. 

Participatory Democracy? 

On Friday night Mr. Morley^ a Carleton lecturer, was 
the only Liberal to upset the Prime Minister's happiness in 
what some people euphemistically referred to as "an ac- 
countability session". Mr. Morley's question about the War 
Measures Act almost led to a lynching. A fine state the 
participatory democracy ! 

In reality the purpose of the exercise was for the 
federal liberals to put the final touches to their Politics of 
Participation. But one cannot help feeling that even though 
the party has become structurally more democratic that the 
1968 convention was more representative of the country. 
. In 1968 the lines were drawn between the old-Une Liberals 
and those who wanted Ihideau.

J. J. Green, however, defended his reoint gas sales 
"as long as it's in the interest of Canada". But a former , 
special assistant, Arthur Saper asked that "If j)eople allow' 
us to export raw roateriifis out of this counter there is no 
use to support economic nationalism". 

Phil Elder, another reject from behind • the Ottawa- 
scenes, criticised the wishy-washy nature of thie convention. 
He asked the question that was on all delegates lips: will 
these resolutions have any effect on govemmest legislation? 
Mr. Elder a former member of the PM's.office, scorned 
"the people who are sitting in comfortable cabinet rooms 
don't realize people's lives are being ruined by their 
adherence to economic myths. I recognise the strictures 
under which the PM is working but I am in strong disagree- 
ment with him on this issue." 

And as for Quebec... 

But perhaps the most significant event of the whole 
convention was the bck of concern about the origins of the 
Quebec crisis and the introduction of the War Measures 
^Act. Maybe this should have been expected; this convention 
refiected not the country but the liberal Party. It reflected 
a party whose leader gUbly introduces one classical refer- 
ence into each of hisjFrench and English texts, a leader 
whose classical referàic5^hge with the times.. In 1968 
Rousseau was Uie style, in 1969 Mr. IVudeau lises Burke. 

Hie inconsistencies which were apparent in most po- 
licy areas confused the delegates. The draft resolutions 
presented by the task force reports may have been too 
specialised for the delegates to cope With. However, it is 
certainly clear that the Liberal party was not "the voice 
of the voiceless, the amplifier of the weak, the messenger 
of the public interest," as the party hoped it would become. 
Democracy cannot be imposed upon groups who by their 
very nature are unrepresentative of the country as a whole.

On powder-keg or fence? 



Paul Unterberg, J. J. Goldberg, 
and Joel Pinsky each presentnl 
a different option for the Jews in 
Quebec last night. But their au- 
dience at Snowdon's Chévra Ka- 
disha Bnai Jacob Synagogue prov- 
ed to be predominantly hostile to 
the idea of Quebec independence. 

The three speakers had been 
brought together by the Student 
Zionist- Organization to discuss 
the situation of the Jew in Quebec 
- "on the fence or on the'powder- 
keg?" 

All of them agreed that Quebec 
independence was inevitable, al- 
though Pinsky, disagreeing with 
the other members of the panel, 
asserted that it was "not desir- 
able at all". 

Goldberg, a McGill student, 
declared that "as a Zionist, t 
believe that the Jewish people has 
the right to self-determination 
and to guide its own destiny. If I 
believe that for my people I should 
believe it for other people. Any 
Zionist should have a gut sym- 
pathy for or at least an under- 
standing of the nationalist senti- 
ment in Quebec". 

He said that the independence 
movement in Quebec causes a 
dilemma for tlie Jews, both be- 
cause of the history of antiscmi- 
tism as a popular sentiment in 
French Canada and because "the 
Jews in Quebec have chosen or 
have been forced to choose to 
identify with the English minority. 
Sometimes the Jews are con- 
sidered to be more identified with 
the English than the English". 

Separatists such as Pierre 
ValUeres and Pierre Bourgault, 
writing in Point de Mire, believe 
that the Jews, because of their 
strong attachment to Israel, 
should sympathize with them and 



do not understand why they don't, 
Goldberg added. 

"Most of the Jews in Quebec 
arc middle class, a class in which 
French Canadians are underrep- 
resented. The cards are going to 
be reshuffled in Quebec," he 
predicted, "and from patterns of 
recent history it is the Jews who 
will end up on the bottom." 

He held out Israel or some 
form of communal autonomy, with 
French as the language of work, 
as the only alternatives for those 
Jews who do not want to assimi- 
late to Quebec society, and crit- 
icized the option of moving to 
another province. 

Paul Unterberg, Parti Qué- 
bécois candidate in d'Arcy McGcc 
during the April election, agreed 
wholeheartedly with Goldberg's 
analysis of the situation in Que- 
bec, and advised Jews to "get off 
thefence". . .y^f^-i^f^-y^

He noted that whenever he 
spoke to French non-separatist 
audiences he would receive 
"lucid, rational questions" but 
that Jewish audiences would give 
him "hysterical objections to sep- 
aratism, but not the rational ques- 
tions". The reaction of some 
members of the audience during 
his speech tended to bear out the 
second half of his statement. 

"Jews believe that the rules 
have been changed in the middle 
of the game," he said. "When they 
came as immigrants they learn- 
ed English, which was the lan- 
guage of those whom they believ- 
ed to be in control."

say that in order to get a good Job 
you have to learn French first 
rather than English," he added. 

"Independence for Quebec is 
not only desirable; it is inevi- 
table," Unterberg declared. 
"There is no nationalist move- 
ment in history which has ever 
been reversed." 

Unterberg and Goldberg both 
attacked The Suburban and its 
editor, Sophie Wollock, for in- 
flammatory editorials calling for 
armed resistance if. the Parti 
Québécois had won the April elec- 
tion. 

"A fascist like Adrien Arcand 
never created as many anti- 
sémites in a lifetime as Sophie 
Wollock did in one week," Unter- 
berg declared. 

"Unfortunately," said Goldberg. 
"The Suburban is seen as the 
voice of the Jewish community in 
Montreal by many French Cana* 
dians." 

Unterberg offered Jews the 
choice of getting out of Quebec or 
becoming Québécois, which he 
defined as "anyone who feels at 
home in French and feels that his 
home is here in Quebec. 'This 
includes many people vrtio are not 
French Canadians". 

Joel Pinsky. a member of 
B'nai Brith and the Canadian 
Jewish Congress, was ' accused 
by one young member of the au- 
dience of being a "typical wishy- 
washy Canadian Jew". Pinsl^ 
expressed worry about anti- 
Zionism and antisemltism in 
Quebec but said of the nationalist 
sentiment, "If we were in the 
shoes of the French Canadians we 
would probably think the same 
wa/'. 

Unsure of the future of the Jew 
in Quebec, he could only say, 
"We've been too quiet, too blind, 
and too unaware for too long of 
what has been happening in this 
province for the last 10 years - 
we can't turn our backs now".
